TEAM NOTES AGAINST HOUSTON 

• New England and Houston have met 16 times in the overall MLS regular-season 
series, with the Revs holding a 7-4-5 record against the Dynamo ... the Revolution is 
7-4-7 against the Dynamo in all competitions, including MLS Cup and SuperLiga 

• Saturday's meeting will be the third and final meeting between the two clubs this 
season ... the Revs earned a 2-0 road-win at BBVA Compass Stadium on May 18 
before falling 2-1 at Gillette Stadium on July 13 

• The Revs began the all-time series with a 6-1-3 record against Houston through the 
2010 season, but Houston then went 2-0-2 against New England with two wins at 
home and two draws at Gillette Stadium in 2011 and 2012 

• In all but two meetings - the 2-1 Revs win in Houston on Oct. 10, 2010 and Hous¬ 
ton’s 2-1 win in New England on July 13, 2013 - the winning team has recorded a 
shut out or the match has ended in a draw ... overall, there have been nine shutouts 
in 16 regular-season meetings 

• New England and Houston have met in three tournament finals: MLS Cup 2006, 

MLS Cup 2007, SuperLiga 2008 ... Houston won the 2006 MLS title match in pen¬ 
alty kicks after extra time finished 1-1 in Frisco, Texas, and then one year later took 
the 2007 championship with a come-from-behind, 2-1 victory in Washington, D.C.... 
the Revs won SuperLiga 2008 in penalty kicks after the teams were knotted at 2-2 
after extra time at Gillette Stadium 

PLAYER NOTES HOUSTON 

• Saer Sene is the Revolution's current leading scorer against Houston with three 
goals in two appearances ... Sene scored a penalty kick goal and later added an 
unassisted strike when the teams met on May 19,2012, at Gillette Stadium ... the 
midfielder scored again in the team's 2-1 loss at Gillette on July 13 

• Juan Agudelo and Diego Fagundez are the team’s only other active scorers against 
Houston ... both players scored against the Dynamo in the team’s 2-0 win on May 
18 in Houston ... Agudelo’s goal came in his first-ever appearance as a member of 
the Revolution 

• Three players - Kevin Alston, Andy Dorman and Clyde Simms - have recorded 
assists against the Dynamo ... Alston recorded the first assist of his career against 
the Dynamo, picking up the second assist on Kheli Dube’s game-winning goal at 
Houston on Aug. 25, 2009 ... Simms recorded his first assist in New England in the 
team's 2-0 win earlier this year. 

• Chad Barrett has recorded two assists in 11 games against Houston ... both assists 
came when he was a member of the LA Galaxy (2011,2012) 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 2-2-0 against Houston, with three of four appearances coming 
on the road 

• Matt Reis is 5-2-5 in his regular-season career against the Dynamo with an 0.92 
goals against average and five shutouts 

• Former Rev Steve Ralston is Houston's assistant coach, and still holds a share of 
the New England career scoring lead against the Dynamo with three goals and one 
assist in seven regular-season appearances. 

LAST MEETING: 

Houston 2, New England 1 (July 13, 2013 - Gillette Stadium, Foxborough, Mass.) 

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. - Saer Sene’s third goal of the season pulled the Revolution level 
early in the second half, but Adam Moffat’s second goal of the game in the 79th minute 
lifted the Dynamo to a 2-1 victory at Gillette Stadium. The loss kept the Revs n the outside 
of the playoff picture for the time being as the Dynamo tightened its grip on the fifth and 
final playoff spot in the Eastern Conference, although the Revs had a game in hand on 
their rivals.

COLLEGE NIGHT AT GILLETTE STADIUM SATURDAY 

College Night is back at Gillette Stadium when the Revs host the Houston Dynamo on Satur¬ 
day night... tickets for students are just $15, which includes admission to a pregame tailgate 
party, a corn hole tournament, free food and beverages and other activities ... students are 
encouraged to wear school t-shirts as the Rev Girls will select students to represent various 
universities for the halftime activities ... free bus transportation to the stadium is available 
from CitySide Bar at Cleveland Circle (1960 Beacon St. Boston Mass.) and Stadium Sports 
Bar at Faneuil Hall (148 State St. Boston, Mass.). 

TOUGH SEASON-ENDING STRETCH STARTS THIS WEEKEND 

The Revs host the Houston Dynamo on Saturday night, beginning their final five games of 
the regular season - all against teams either in, or in reach of, playoff positioning ... in fact, 
the Revs’ next three games are against the East’s fourth (vs. Houston, Sept. 28), first (at New 
York, Oct. 5) and third (at Montreal, Oct. 12) place teams ... the Revolution's final two matches 
are a home-and-away series with Columbus, who currently sits just two points out of a playoff 
spot. 

HOUSTON SWING-GAME IS ON DECK 

Saturday’s meeting between New England and Houston is the third and final meeting between 
the teams ... the two teams split the first two games of the regular-season series with each 
team earning a road win ... the Revs posted a 2-0 victory on May 18 in Houston, before 
falling 2-1 at Gillette Stadium on July 13 ... the last time the Revolution won twice in a season 
against the Dynamo was 2010, when the Revs swept the two-game season series, 1-0 at 
Gillette Stadium and 2-1 at Robertson Stadium ... this is the first time ever the teams meet 
three times in one year. 

ANOTHER SHUFFLE IN THE STANDINGS 

Following Saturday’s 2-1 win over D.C. United, the Revs are back in a playoff position in the 
Eastern Conference playoff race ... with a 11 -11 -7 record for 40 points, the Revs sit in the fifth 
and final playoff spot... Saturday’s opponent - Houston (12-10-7,43 pts.) - sits just three 
points ahead of the Revs in fourth place ... both Chicago (11-12-6, 39 pts.) and Philadelphia 
(10-10-9, 39 pts.) sit one point behind the Revs and are tied for sixth place, while Columbus 
(11-14-5, 38 pts.) is just two points behind and in eighth place.

NOT LAYING OUT THE WELCOME MAT 

The Revs host the Houston Dynamo on Saturday night in the second of two crucial back- 
to-back home games at Gillette Stadium ... the Revs have not made it easy for visiting op¬ 
ponents in the past month, as the team has claimed nine of 12 possible points at home since 
mid-August... in their last four home games, the Revs have scored 11 goals and conceded 
just six while going 3-1-0 ... following Saturday’s match against Houston, the Revs play at 
Gillette Stadium just once more in the regular season: Oct. 19 when they host Columbus. 

DEFENSE BACK ON TRACK 

Entering last Saturday's game against D.C. United, the Revs had allowed seven goals in their 
previous two games ... however, one of the league’s top defensive units returned to its stingy 
ways against United, allowing just one goal in the win - and an own goal at that... entering 
Week 31 of MLS action, the Revs are ranked fifth in goals against average (1.14), fifth in goals 
allowed (33) and first in shutouts (12). 

REIS ON DECK FOR 250 

Matt Reis has made 249 appearances with the Revolution, and should he appear on Saturday, 
he will make his 250th appearance in New England ... he will become just the second player in 


Revolution history to appear in 250 games with the club, joining former captain Shalrie Joseph 
(261)... Reis also enters Saturday’s match with 248 starts, so should he start the next two 
matches, he will hit 250 starts at New York on Oct. 5. 

YOU MUST BE THIS YOUNG TO SCORE A GOAL 

Diego Fagundez - one of Major League Soccer’s top young talents - scored his team-leading 
11th goal of the season on Saturday night against D.C. United, and continued the team's 
streak of young players scoring goals ... 10 of the team’s last 12 goals have been scored by 
players 21 years old or younger... those goals have come from Kelyn Rowe (5), Fagundez (4) 
and Juan Agudelo (3). 

FAGUNDEZ STAYS RED HOT 

Diego Fagundez scored his team-leading 11th goal of the season against D.C. United on 
Saturday night... the 18-year-old has now scored four goals and added two assists in the last 
five games ... Fagundez became the youngest player in MLS history to score at least 10 goals 
in a season on Sept. 8 against Montreal... on the year, the 18-year-old midfielder has 11 goals 
and six assists in 26 appearances. 

FAGUNDEZ IS TOP TEENAGE TALENT 

Of all the teenage players in league history, Diego Fagundez has the second-highest career 
goal total as a teenager with 15 goals, matching Jozy Altidore’s total, and one goal behind 
Eddie Gaven's 16 goals as a teenager... further, Fagundez still has 35-plus games to play as 
a teenager... some other high-profile MLS and national teamers you may recognize and their 
goal totals as a teenager: Freddy Adu (12 goals as a teenager), Andy Najar (10 goals), Santino 
Quaranta (9 goals), Eddie Johnson (8 goals), Jack Mclnerney (8 goals), Luis Gil (3 goals), 
Bobby Convey (1 goal), Michael Bradley (1 goal). 

DIEGO DOES IT WITHOUT HELP 

Of Diego’s Fagundez's 11 goals this year, all 11 have come from the run of play... ooking at 
the league's top six goal scorers, only Marco Di Vaio (18 goals, all from the run of play), and 
Dominic Oduro (11 goals, all from the run of play) can claim all their goals from the run of play 
... Vancouver's Camilo Sanvezzo (16 goals, three from PKs), Chicago's Mike Magee (16 goals, 
three from PKs) and LA’s Robbie Keane (13 goals, five from PKs) - the league’s second, third 
and fourth-leading goal scorers - have benefited from being their team’s penalty taker. 

FAGUNDEZ FINDS HIS TEAMMATES 

Diego Fagundez has recorded six assists this season, and is second on the Revs in assists 
... save for Robbie Keane and his 11 assists, Fagundez has more assists than any of the 
league’s top six goal scorers this year, and the third-highest assist total of any MLS player with 
10 or more goals this year. 

SENE DISHING OUT ASSISTS 

Saer Sene recorded his fifth assist of the season on Saturday night as he set up Diego Fagun¬ 
dez for his 11th goal of the season ... Sene has recorded one assist in each of the last three 
games ... the midfielder recorded just three assists in 2012, while scoring 11 goals to lead the 
team in scoring. 

REIS REMAINS UNBEATEN IN 2013 

Matt Reis earned his fourth win of the season against D.C. United on Saturday night and 
remained unbeaten on the year... the 38-year-old goalkeeper has posted a 4-0-2 record with a 
0.50 goals against average and three shutouts ... Reis' last loss came on September 15, 2012, 
a 2-1 defeat at D.C. United. 

TIERNEY MOVING UP THE CHARTS 

Chris Tierney moved into ninth place on the Revs' career starts chart on Saturday night ... 
the Wellesley, Mass., product now has 116 games started, passing Cranston, R.I.'s Michael 
Parkhurst (115)... Tierney also moved into ninth place in minutes played (10,189), passing 
Kevin Alston (10,152)... Tierney now in his sixth MLS season, also moved into third place on 
the club's corner kicks charts with 211, passing Joe-Max Moore (209)... Tierney already ranks 
eighth in career appearances (127), eighth in assists (21) and third in game-winning assists 
(10). 

ROWE’S IMPRESSIVE SOPHOMORE CAMPAIGN 

Kelyn Rowe scored a goal at Chicago on Sept. 14, pushing the second-year midfielder to 
seven goals and seven assists in 27 appearances ... however, in all competitions - including 
three U.S. Open Cup games - Rowe has scored 11 goals and added eight assists ... as a 
rookie, Rowe recorded three goals and added five assists in 30 MLS appearances. 

CENTRAL CONSISTENCY 

Head coach Jay Heaps has used seven different starters in the central midfield this season as 
Lee Nguyen, Scott Caldwell, Kelyn Rowe, Clyde Simms, Juan Toja, Andy Dorman and Kalifa 
Cisse have all seem time in the middle ... in the last seven games, however, it has been the 
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trio of Nguyen, Caldwell and Rowe getting the nod, with the team scoring 14 goals in seven 
games (2.00 goals per game) with five multiple-goal efforts in that run ... the three midfielders 
have started alongside each other in the middle a total of 10 times this season. 

20 WINS FOR HEAPS 

Head coach Jay Heaps earned his 20th win of his career against D.C. United last Saturday ... 
Heaps is in his second year at the helm and after posting nine wins in 2012, the skipper has 
already surpassed his 2012 win total (9-17-8 in 2012) by two games (11-11-7 in 2013) with five 
regular-season games remaining. 

YOUNGINSGUNNIN’ 

With five of the team's 11 starters 23 years old or younger last Saturday, almost half the team's 
players were “young guns"... with Diego Fagundez (18), Andrew Farrell (21), Kelyn Rowe (21), 
Scott Caldwell (22) and Dimitry Imbongo (23) all starting, the Revs fielded an incredibly young 
team. 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Two regular Revs starters are products of the team's own MLS youth academy program, and 
Homegrown players overall have been a tremendous boost to the club this year... the Revs’ 
products include Diego Fagundez, (26 games, 1,986 minutes, team-leading 11 goals, six 
assists) and Scott Caldwell (24 games, 1,848 minutes, two assists), who were signed from the 
Revolution Academy ... Juan Agudelo (acquired via trade from Chivas USA) is a product of the 
New York Red Bull's Academy and has played 15 games overall (1,025 minutes) and scored 
eight goals and one assist this season ... Fagundez (18 years old) and Agudelo (20 years old) 
have combined to score 17 of the team’s 41 goals this year, while Fagundez and Caldwell (22 
years old) have combined for eight of the team's 38 assists. 

REVS’ HOMEGROWNS PROVIDING LEAGUE’S BEST BANG 

The Revs’ own Homegrown duo of Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell has been this year's 
top-producing Homegrown products of any team’s own currenly-rostered Homegrown players 
... their 11 goals tops all Homegrown players while the pair’s combined total of 42 starts ranks 
second ... the combined 3,834 minutes played ranks second among all teams' Homegrowns 
(Columbus has 44 starts and 3,889 minutes between four players)... additionally, the Revs are 
third in games played (50, to LA’s 55 spread over four players, and Columbus’s 54 spread over 
four players), and tied for first in assists (8 with Vancouver among three players). 

CALDWELL COMING THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell has quietly worked his way into the MLS rookie of the year debate with 
unheralded strong, consistent play throughout the season ... Caldwell proved it again against 
Philadelphia on August 25 recording his second assist of the season ... Caldwell, who primarily 
plays as a holding defensive midfielder, played a perfectly weighted through ball to Diego 
Fagundez who finished his eighth goal of the season ... often underrated, his teammates have 
made their case: @juanagudelo (July 17) - “Scott Caldwell is the most underrated midfielder 
in the league. #NERevs” and @2Fast2Farrell (Aug. 18) - “Watching replay of the game last 
night have to say my man @scaldwell15 balled out, doesn't get enough credit for his great 
play #balla" 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 247 appearances, going 89-88-70 and earning 64 shutouts while posting a 
1.32 goals against average with the Revs. 

BENGTSON MAKES AN IMPACT FOR HONDURAS 

Jerry Bengtson was called up to represent Honduras during the country’s most recent FIFA 
World Cup Qualifiers against Mexico (Sept. 6 in Mexico City), where he scored a goal to help 
beat “El Tri", 2-1, and Panama (Sept. 10 in Tegucigalpa)... Bengtson has 38 appearances for 
Honduras and has scored 17 international goals. 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Switzer¬ 
land's Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored MLS’ 
top defense, and is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this season ... 
Goncalves has been the team’s vocal leader - and club captain - all while helping integrating 
nine different defenders into the Revs' four-man lineup through 29 games. 

DEFENSIVE ROTATION 

While the Revs continue to post one of the league's best defenses, it hasn’t been because of 
consistency on the field ... a total of nine different players have started and played along the 
defense this year, but the Revolution still rank high in MLS in team defense ... Kevin Alston, 
Darrius Barnes, Bilal Duckett, Andrew Farrell, Ryan Guy, Jose Goncalves, Stephen McCarthy, 
A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney have all played along the backline this season. 


IRONMAN ALERT 

Through week 30 of the 2013 MLS season, Jose Goncalves stands as one of just three 
outfield players who has played every minute for his team this year... Goncalves has played 
2,610 minutes in 29 games, while Jalil Anibaba and Austin Berry (both of Chicago) have both 
played 2,610 minutes in 29 games apiece, as well. 

TWO WAY PLAYER 

Lee Nguyen is one of only two players in MLS to rank in the top 10 in both fouls suffered and 
fouls committed, joining LA’s Marcelo Sarvas ... Nguyen is eighth in fouls suffered (56), while 
ranking fifth in fouls committed (55)... Sarvas is MLS’ top fouler, committing a league-high 72, 
and is seventh in fouls suffered with 57. 

SHUTTLEWORTH CLOSING IN ON SHUTOUT RECORD 

With one more shutout this season, Bobby Shuttleworth will tie Matt Reis for the most shut¬ 
outs by a Revs goalkeeper in a season ... Reis posted 10 shutouts three different seasons: 
2005, 2006 and 2007 ... Tony Meola holds the MLS single-season record for shutouts when 
he posted 16 with Kansas City in 2005 ... Shuttleworth has been one of the top keepers in 
MLS this season, posting nine shutouts (tied for seventh in MLS ) and a 1.31 goals against 
average. 

SHUTTLEWORTH STEADILY PROGRESSING 

Bobby Shuttleworth played in his 22nd game this season at Chicago on Sept. 14, a total that 
surpasses the number of games he played in his career entering this season ... entering the 
2013 season, Shuttleworth had played in just 20 games through his first four seasons with 
the Revs ... Shuttleworth did not make a first-team appearance in 2009 (his first year with the 
club)... the Buffalo, N.Y., native made six appearances (five starts) in 2010 and made seven 
starts in both 2011 and 2012.
